Washington, D. C., Aug. 1.—[Special.]—

Castro May Seek Revenge. 

Foreign interests, including those of the 
United States, will be affected by the mili- 
tary operations and more important, if Cas- 
tro regains power, he will seek to square 
eccounts with the nations which have joined 
to numiliate him. 

In Mexico foreign interests have suffered 
to the extent of several hundred millions dol- 
lars and hundreds of Americans ahd other 
foreigners have been killed or injured.

Some of them may not pass the ex- 
amintion and if they were now required to 
purchase special clothes they might have 
them on their hands without a job later. 

It orginally was suggested the women were 
needed for public bathing beeches and pub- 
lic playgrounds, but the assignment of the 
policewomen will be decided by a commit- 
tee of women. This committee will be com- 
posed of Mrs. Britton and one representative 
from the Catholic Woman's league and one 
for the Jewish charities. 

The policewomen will receive $75 a month 
each. 

Sees Job in Amusement Park. 
„1 suppose 1 shall be assigned to River- 
view park,“ said Mrs. Loucks. “I have been 
working there with the Juvenile Protective 
association women on several cases. I can 
see how I would be infinitely more valuable 
to the Publie as an employé of the city. Some 
things go on in amusement parks which 
should not be.

Confession in Bottle Believed 
Show Iowa Man Did 
Not Kill Father. 


P. H. O DON NELL HOLDS IT. 


Walter N. Whitbeck four years ago was 
convicted in the District court of Fayette 
county, Iowa, of the murder of his father, 
Today his mother, Mrs. Arlow Whitbeck of 
Maywood, and other relatives are endeavor- 
ing to obtain his release from a life sentence, 
backed by evidence that Mterally may have 
come from the dead. Whitbeck is in the Fort 


Madison penitentiary. 

A confession in a botthe—the purported last 
message of a Mississippi river suicide, an 
ex-convict and murderer by his own state- 
ment—is the curious factor that may clear 
Walter Whitbeck’s name and give him free- 
dom. 

The existence and criminal career of Jesse 
Miller, a self-confessed murderer, has been 
proved by police records. He is known to 
haye been in Iowa about the time Arlow 
Whitbeck was slain, and diligent search by 
the police of the entire country has failed 
to disclose his whereabouts. No prison has 
him within its walls and no box car has dis- 
gorged him into the hands of waiting police. 


Petition for Pardon Preparing. 

Consequently the confession of murder and 
the threat of suicide are given credence by 
Attorney P.H.O’Donnell of Chicago and his 
investigators, who have worked on the case 
for the last three months, and it is incor- 
porated in the application for pardon about 
to be presented to the Iowa officials. 

Arlow Whitbeck and his wife had a large 
family, which they reared on their farm 
about twelve miles from Fort Atkinson, Ia. 
The date of the murder was March 18, 1908, 
and on the previous day Walter had started 
for St. Paul and his father for a nearby 
town to sell hogs. The elder Whitbeck re- 
turned with the money from the sale. 

Shortly after dark on March 18, a neighbor, 
William J. Strickland, approached the Whit- 
beck house, attracted by a lighted lantern 
in the barn doorway. He saw a man emerge 
from the barn, turn a corner, and disappear 
in the dark. Running forward he found the 
body of the elder Whitbeck dead. The vic- 
tim's pockets were emptied. 


Neighbor Accuses the Son. 

Some days after the murder Strickland 
definitely charged young Whitbeck with be- 
ing the man he saw et the barn. The ac- 
cused was found in St. Paul and presented 
evidence to show he was there at the time 
of the murder. Other evidence, that of neigh- 
bors, placed him within three miles of his 


home on the afternoon of March 18. 


In September young Whitbeck was found 
guilty and sentenced to life imprisonment, 
and the State Supreme court affirmed the 
finding. 

Three months ago Attorney O'Donnell, at 
the request of the aged Mrs. Whitbeck, who 
has come to Maywood, began the move- 


ment for a.pardon, He sent an investigates

arrived at Des Moines and found in the news- 
papers a dispatch from New Orleans telling 
of the finding of the bottle and Miller's al- 
leged confession. He went south, read and 
photographed the letter, and got affidavits 
as to its finding. 


Letter Which May Free Innocent Man. 

The letter is signed Jessie Miller,“ the 
feminization of the given name. Geclared 
probably due to the writer’s ignorance, It 
was written in a scrawly hand, and read as 
follows: 

“To Whom This May Concern—This is the 
brief history of a Man Broken in Spirit and 
Healtiti\When This Note is Picked up I will 
Be in hell unless The Good Lord has Mercy 
on My Poor Soul. I was born in Pitts Burg 
1859 or 60 I was Prosperous one Time But 
Booze got. The Best of me. I Roamed This 
Country over. about March 16 or 17. 1908 
I Killed a Man Near a Small Town in Iowa. 

J wanted to Sleep in his Barn and The old 
man fought mel Struck Him with a Club. I 
did not intend to Kill him But Read ina News 
Paper While in the Omaha jail That The 
old man had Died I can not Speak his Name 
But it was Something like Fishbeck.

There is no question of White's 
identity, Morrall asserts.

HUNT QUIET HAN 
AS AN EMBEZZLER 


Detectives Search for Lincoln 
Claflin, Surety Official, 
Who Is Indicted. 


THEFT OF $12,000 SEEN. 


Detectives are searching the United States 
for a modest man 55 years old who lived mod- 
erately if not almost penuriously on the third 
floor in one room at 4639 Kenmore avenue. 
He has been known among his friends as a 
straightforward business man of ability 

The man, Lincoln Claflin, superintendent 
of the National Surety company at 421 The 

Rookery, was indicted yesterdey by the 
grand jury, according to Assistant State's A. 
torney Francis Hinckley. Mr. Hinckley last 
night told a reporter for THs TRIBUN®S that 
facts presented to the grand jury showed that 
$12,000 had been stolen from the National 
Surety. company by Ciaflin. 
Hinckley Explains Scheme. 

The plan used by Claflin, said Hinckley, 
“was in connection with the defaulting by 
men who had been bonded by the company. 
For example, a clerk bonded by the National 
Surety company defaulted and his bond was 
forfeited. The surety company paid the 
forfeit. Then Claflin called on friends and 
relatives of the Gefaulter, explaining that 
if the amount of the bond was made good, 
no prosecution would result. : 

“The relatives usually made good the loss. 
Claflin pocketed the money.” 

F. Bourgeois, night manager of the Burns 
detective agency, said his company had been 
engaged to locate Claflin. He disappeared 
Tuesday night and no trace of him has been 
found. 


Official Finds Shortage. 

Claflin has been in the employ of the com- 
pany for more than eight years. His short 
ages were not noticed until a few weeks ago 
when E. A. St. John, president of Joyce & 
Co., general agents for the National Surety 
company here, sent word to the New York 
office. William H. Jenkins, one of the offi- 
eee pee ee cate loo e 
Chicago on July 18 and left last night. He 
checked over the accounts of the company, 


and it was on his information that the in- 


dictments against Claflin were returned. 
Mrs. Claflin, to whom he has been married 
twenty-three years, received a telephone 
message Tuesday afternoon.

just a line or two,” she was heard to say. |

‘The zero sticker“ —a little slice of paper 
marked with an 0“ embossed in the color 
of the recording dials in the back of the 
machine—was produced early in the morning 
session. Representative Jayne had suggest- 
ed the possibility of such a device and the 
committee's experts had worked it out. 

Attorney Deneen suggested the committee 
gather about the machine. With a pair of 
keys, made in a hurry, Prof. De Puy opened 
up the machine, slipped on his stickers, and 
while the crowd was gathering rigged up 
the apparatus for the job.“

EUROPE TIP CURSE 


Mrs, Laura G. Fixen, Delegate 
to Suffrage Congress, Says 
Americans Are Spotted. 


FEMININE SMOKERS MANY. 
„We Were Feasted and Toasted 
Till We Couldn’t See Build- 
ings,”’ She Reports. 


Mrs. Laura G. Figen, who accompanied 
Miss Jane Addams to the international suf- 
frage conference in Budapest, yesterday gave 
the members of the Woman's party of Cook 
county a different report of the trip from 
that which they expected to hear. 

The meeting was held in Brauer's café in 
Lincoln park. It was decided the new po- 
licewomen appointed by Mayor Harrison 
should be called social service workers 
or “civic service workers instead of the 
commonplace policewomen.“ 


“Europe Does Me.“ 

After we left Paris,“ said Mrs. Fixen, in 
speaking of the trip to the suffrage confer- 
ence, “ we went to Switzerland. Switzerland 
is a lovely place—ten times more wonder- 
ful shan you could ever imagine it to be. But 
I faund after I had visited Switzerland that 
instead of my doing Europe, Europe was 
doing me. Over there they see the Ameri- 
cans coming and advance prices about dou- 
ble on their arrival. 

“In Switzerland you have to pay about 
nine different persons between the time you 
get out of the train and the time you get 
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through the County building and the city 
hall, and interested politicians swarmed into 
the county board rooms and furnished & big 
gallery during the remainder of the day’s 
proceedings. 

The exponents of the Empire machine took 
considerable satisfaction from the statement 
made by Prof. DePuy, in answer to Attorney 
McEwen, that the Empire machine is of ex- 
cellent construction, and that it ranks ahead 
of any machine which has been examined by 
Prof. DePuy during the four tests which he 
had made of rival entries under the former 
board of election commissioners.

Hoyne Accuses Detectives. 

State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne during the 
day presented secret charges against Detec- 
tives Walter O’Brien and Joseph Carmody 
of the staff of Capt. John J. Halpin. The 
state’s attorney also recommended the re- 
instatement of Detective William J. Egan of 
the bureau, who was suspended two months 
ago with O’Brien and Carmody. 

The state's attorney gave out a statement 
in which he said he has evidence that the 
detectives had been shielding clairvoyants,

charges against at least three detectives on 
his persona! staff who are now the defend- 
ants in suits for damages for assault and 
false arrest.

Defeated Nation Also Called On by 
Foes to Renounce Claims to Any 
of the Aigean Islands.

4. Bulgaria shall give guarantees for the 
maintenance of scholastic and ecclesiastical 
freedom for the Greek communities m 
Thrace.

this city. 


Light Thrown on Tragedy. 

Light was shed on the case by a brother-in- 
law of the dead woman, Dr. Thomas Cole- 
man, a physician with offices at 6302 South 
Halsted street. Since she obtained a di- 
vorce from her husband, over two months 
ago, Mrs. Church had resided with Dr. and 
Mrs. Coleman at their home at 6451 South 
Green street. 

“I believe that my -sister-In-law was 
mentally unbalanced,” said Dr. Coleman. 
Since the death of her only son, Maurice 
James Church, which occurred on his birth- 
day, in 1912, she has acted queerly, and Iam 
convinced that his loss was a blow from 
which she was unable to recover. 

She came to Chicago several months ago 
to file a suit for divorce. What she charged 
him with I do not know, as she never con- 
fided in either my wife or me regarding it, and 
the facts were not made public at the time. 


Left House Few Days Ago. 

Since obtaining the divorce. about ten 
weeks ago, she has resided at my home. On 
the occasion of the departure a few days 
ago of my wife and her mother for a vacation 
at Grand Junction, Mich., she left the house 
and went to the Hotel La Salle.“ 

There were only two letters found in Mra. 
Church’s persona! effects, the sealed one and 
one addressed to Dr. Coleman. The latter 
Was evidently written on Tuesday, and is as 
follows:

Mulhall, but that they did not „feel that 
the time had been altogether wasted,” 
Robert H. McCarter today turned Col, Mul- 
hall back to the senate lobby investigating 
committee. and the colonel reached the end 
of his eignteen day examination. 

The closing hours of the examination were 
‘fittle more effective than the first part, al- 
though the committee relaxed the restric- 
tions imposed on the attorneys and permit- 
ted them to depart from their prepared ques- 
tions and propound new interrogatories 
through members of the committee. 

The end of the examination was given over 
largely to attempts to dliscredit explanations 
which Col. Mulhall had made regarding cer- 
tain of the letters introduced, in the direct 
examination. 

Hint Gompers Was Offered Letters. 

Counsel sought to establish an inference 
that Mulhall had offered his letters to Presi- 
dent Gompers of the American Federation 
ef Labor and that the plan had not gone 
through because Mr. Gompers would not 
‘meet certain restrictions. They tried also 
to tangle Mulhall concerning his dealings 
with Representative McDermott of the stock 
yards district, Chicago. 

Little or no attempt gs made to attack 
the documentary evidencé submitted by Col.

Democrats Concede Bankers the 
Right to Advise Federal 
Reserve Directors. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 1.—Considera- 
tion of the administration currency bill 
was practically concluded tonight by the 
Democrats of the house banking and cur- 
rency committees, after more than five 
weeks of constant and stormy discussion. . 

The bill was ordered closed and reprinted 
and on Monday the Democratic conimittee 
members will take a formal vote on recom- 
mending the measure to the Democratic 
caucus. It will go to the caucus with the 
disapproval of at least three members of 
the committee, it was practically certain to- 
night. 

As closed tonight, the bill differs little 
in its essentials from the administration 
measure frame by Representative Glass, 
Chairmah Owen, Secretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo, and approved by President Wilson. 
The complete government control of the 
federal reserve board, which will direct the 
new banking and currency system, deemed 
by the president the all important factor of 
the bill, was retained. 


Give Bankers Advisory Board.

State Railroad Board Shades 
Schedule of Wells-Fargo 
Co. 15 Per Cent. 


PUBLIC WINS BY RULING. 


Lops $750,000 Yearly Off Earn- 
ings; Corporation Called 
Parasite“ in Decision. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 1—The state 
railroad commission of California ordered 
reductions today in the express rates of the 
Wells-Fargo Express company amounting to 
a cut of $750,000 from the present annual 
revenues. 

Every rate of the company in this state is 
abolished by the order, which is effective 
on Oct. 1, and over 8,000,000 new rates de- 
vised by the commission on a ten mile sone 
basis are ordered effective at that time. 

The express company is ordered to operate 
gix months on the commission’s rates, which 
are on the average 15 per cent below those 


heretofore exacted, and then submit a state. . 


ment of ite earnings, if it feels the rates net 
justified. \ 


Earns 186 Per Cent Annually. 

At present the commission finds the com» 
pany makes a net yearly profit of 384 
on a property valuation estimated at $618,233 
or 186 per cent on its investment. 

The finding pronounces the company “® 
parasite on the railroads,” and suggests that. 
instead of appealing to the interstiffe com- 
merce commission for permission to inorease 
rates, the railroads “ laok into this agree 
situation.” 

„Quite possibly,” the opinion says, “ they 
will find some relief from at least a part of 
the financial difficulties which, they main- 
tain, beset them.” 

The commission finds a side ligt on this 
8 in the inter corporate relationship 
between railroads and the express compang 
which, it says, makes fraud possible udo 
both the railroads and the public.“ 


Somebody Getting Worst of It. 

“That somebody is getting the worst of # 
there is no doubt,” the commission says, in 
commenting on existing rates. 

The commission differs from the Interstate 
commerce commission in that the interstate 
body found the express companies to be 
proper bodies for carrying on their business, 
while the California c 8:mission holde that 
they are “ parasites,’ and that the railroade 
or some other agency could be substituted te 
better advantage. 

The decision follows two and a half years 
of investigation, during which over 2,800,000

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THE VULTURE SWOOPS. 

Cipriano Castro has been wheeling in the 
political heavens of Venezuela for some 
months, his shadow darkening as the days 
have gone by. It is to be hoped President 
Gomez has been able to prepare, since he 
has been plainly ferewarned. 

The return of Castro can only be a dis- 
aster to Venezuela. Nothing in the record 
of his tyranny gives hope of any betterment 
to this state through him. A revolt he cap- 
tains is only the rising of a predatory fac- 
tion, while the burdens of the people grow 
heavier with. each “ revolution.” The pest 
of Castro should be abated. 


A REAL ADVANCE. 

Reports of the county controller in the 
past have been worth the paper they were 
printed on, perhaps, but very little more. 
This year County Clerk Sweitzer has put 
forth a report that is a credit to him as a 
responsible public official, and which, we 
hope, marks a permanent advance toward 
the businesslike administration of county 
Affairs. 

Previous controllers have contented them- 
selves with reports of revenue and of lump 
expenditures. Mr. Sweitzer has itemized 
thoroughly and presents a better report than 
the budget accounting of the city, so fre- 
quently pointed to with pride. 

There is but one way to have efficiency 

and honesty in public administration, and 
that is by way of practical and complete 
publicity. Details of expenditure are abso- 
lutely necessary to intelligent self-criticism 
where officials are honest and zealous and 
really wish to prevent waste and to get re- 
sults for the public. They are necessary to 
fair comparisons between administrations 
and to the defense of expenditures or econo- 
mies, 
. Mr. Sweitzer is to be congratulated upon 
his innovation, and likewise President Mc- 
Cormick and the commissioners who have 
supported him and fuxthered the cause of 
ecouemy and ‘efficiency in county adminis- 
tration. Another election should break the 
back of the spoils faction, and with the re- 
formed civil service upon which Mr. Cath- 
erwood is working effectively, with real 
analysis of expenditures such as Mr. Sweit- 
ver is making, and an effective majority of 
the board, more constructive work can be 
done than has been possible with Bartzen- 
ism obstructing. 


ARMY SERVICE AND CIVIL LIFE.. 

Secretary Garrison’s proposal to teach 
useful trades in the army is interesting, and 
we hope may prove practicable eventually. 
As a matter of fact, useful instruction al- 
ready is given in ‘some branches of the 
service. In the coast artillery electrical 
work is important and men receive valuable 
instruction and experience in this line. Tlie 
signal service long has been a good training 
school for telegraphers, and in the medical 
department knowledge of pharmacy is im- 
parted. 

The problem for the mobile army seems 
more difficult. Instruction along the lines 
of the three R’s bas been tried without great 
success, as the teaching has been rather 
perfunctory and inferior. Some special 
practical schools have been established, as 
at Leavenworth, where horseshoeing is 
taught. But the problem of working into 
the cavalry, infantry, and field artillery 
service a practical system of vocational edu- 
cation, without diminishing necessary mil- 

itary training or overloading the service 


with nonmilitary machinery, will prove dif- 


ficult.

THE FEARLESS GOES THE LIMIT. 

The fearlessness imparted by Hoyne to 
all his followers is producing some results 
which will be memorable in the records of 
justice in this community.

TREATING HAY FEVER. 
REATING hay fever with drugs hae 
done more harm thin good. A per- 
son with hay fever is not very sick, 
but he cannot be convinced of that 
fact. Nobody ever dies of it. When 

a hay fever subject who has died of some 
other malady is autopsied his organs never 
show any hay fever effects. 

Ik a person has had a serious disease the 
organs other than the one that is the main 
seat of the disease show the effects. Each 
and every organ is wounded. Sometimes 
the wounds persist throughout life. Not 
go in hay fever. In spite of its profound 
discomfort no scars are left behind. 


In a few days after the attack has sub- | 


sided the patient is chipper. The reason 
that the symptoms are so out of proportion 
to the severity is because the main struc- 
tire affected is a most delicate structure— 


the lining membrane of the nose. That 


membrane is exceedingly delicate and very 
little irritation causes a great deal of trou- 
ble. When Cy De Vry was being overcome 
by a Lincoln park bear he got the better of 
the bear by hitting him on the end of the 
nose.

Therefore the drug remedies for hay fever 
were remedies to quiet the irritation in the 
membranes of the nose. They were mostly 
dangerous sedatives, such as cocaine, mor- 
phine, chloroform, atropine, and, we might 
add, adrenalin, although it is not in the 
same class as the others. e 

It is very much better to endure the dis- 
comfort of the disease than to get relief 
from these remedies. .The smokes, which 
are ef some help and but little dangerous in 
other forms of asthma, are not helpful in 
many cases of hay fever. In some cases 
burning the nose with caustic, either elec- 
tric or chemical, does good. Usually the 
electric cautery is used. 


— , 

When this was first proposed they burned 
the septum, the turbinated, or some point 
which according to the prevailing theory 
was the seat of the trouble, After a while 
it was settled that it made no difference 
where the burning was done. One place in 
the nose was as good as another. Itseemed 
that counter irritation was what was sought. 
The function of burning was about the same 
as that of the old mustard plaster. There 
are some who say that the function is that 
of fleas on a dog, but the men who have 
studied infection know there is more to the 
treatment than diversion. 

The specific treatments fall into two 
groups—those made from pollens and those 
made from bacteria. -Each is claimed to be 
a vaccine to increase resistance and thus 
preveut the disease, and each is claimed to 
be of some value in curing attacks after 
they are under way. The advocates of each 
can show people who are cured as well as 
people in whom the disease has been pre- 
vented. It is difficult to u#erstand how in 
an idiosyucrasy disease vaccines can cure 
and somewhat difficult to understand how 
they can prevent. Nevertheless there is no 
reason why they should not have a full and 
fair trial.

A description of the old royal palace will 
be found in The Fortunes of Nigel,“ by Sir 
Walter Scott, and many of its relics are pre- 
served in the more modern mansion.

The feature of the property. however, is 
old Temple bar, which forms the entrance to 
the park from the high road along which 
in former times the mail coaches used to 
ply between Cambridge and London. 

No one knows the exact age of this wonder- 
ful old gate, which figured for so many 
hundred years at the Fleet street and the 
Strand entrance to the city of London. But 
it was already in existence in 1300. 

It is built of Portland stone, the gray tint 
of which was changed into a dull, drab 
black, by London smoke and grime. 

Composed of a large central arch for ve- 
hicular traffic and two small arches on 
either side for foot passengers, it was dam- 
aged by the great fire of London in 1666, and 
was rebuilt four years later with the utmost 
care with the original material according to 
the original design, by Sir Christopher Wren. 

In niches over the central gate he, however, 
placed statues of Charles I. and Charles II., 
in the garb of Roman senators, and of James 
I. and Queen Elizabeth.

She scarcely knew him, and the bequest 
was more in token of admiration for his sev 
ices to Ladysmith, and of a mere chance 
piece of gracious civility on the part of his 
wife, who was the widow of the late Via- 
count Chelsea.

At one time Lady Meux, who had been a 
music hall divette prior to her marriage, 
had decided to bequeath all her property to 
the Earl of Essex, no was the nearest liv- 
ing relative of her husband, and in those 
days she bestowed some valuable pecuniary 
gifts on his American wife, who was Miss 
Adele Grant of New York, gifts amounting 
all told to about $100,000, 

However, Lady Essex did something to of- 
fend her, and, accordingly, Lord Essex was 
cut off with a legacy of under $15,000. 

At another moment Lady Meux had prom- 
ised to bequeath everything to Mrs. Hwfa 
Williams, wife of the principal proprietor and 
creator of the Sandown park racecourse and 
aunt of Mrs. Benjamin Guinness of New 
York. : 

Mrs. Hwfa Williams, though, offended her, 
and, in consequence thereof, got a legacy of 
only $30,000.

The boy is to be taught 
to rise when ladies enter the room, to camy 
parcels, to take off the hat—all of these par- 
ticularly hard injunctions in a community 
where women, while numerous, have always 
been inconsiderable. ; 

A polite boy never neglects to be polite 
to his mother. If he walks with her he car- 
ries any parcels she may have. If he meets 
her he takes off his hat to her.”” Thus shall 
the little Filipino grow to be as good as 
Mark Twain's Buck Fanshaw, who never 
shook his mother.“

In Manila, in all the Philippines, from 
Luzon to the last Sulu islet stretching away 
to Borneo, the phrases of courtesy must now 
become a lesson. When a lady accidentally 
drops anything on the street, any boy who 
is near, whether an acquaintance or not, 
should pick it up and hand it to her.“ And 
then comes the example: 

_Boy—Allow me [presenting the article]. 

Lady—I thank you very much. 

Boy—You are welcome [lifting his hat as 
he goes away!]. 

Never neglect to lift your hat on going 
away, even if the lady forgets to thank you.“ 

Such politeness is not to be bestowed on 
women alone. The manual provides an 
ascending scale of the respectable as they 
appear in the Philippines.

He had each stone carefully numbered, and 
then caused them all to be conveyed to his 
country place, Theobald’s park, and the 
gate reconstructed in its exact, original form 
at the main entrance. to his property. 

Set off by the grand old trees around it and 
by its background of verdure, it is seen to 
infinitely greater advantage than when in the 
Strand. But one looks in vain for the spires 
above the central arch, on which the heads of 
decapitated traitors were exhibited, until 
age and weather caused them to fall from the 
iron barbs by which they had been held aloft.

Nuts a Substitute for Meat. 


The high cost of living is a topic which must 
concern every thoughtful housewife, for it is 
not a battle but a war which We are waging 
with no end in sight. There is no getting 
around the fact that foodstuffs have increased 
from one-third to one-half in the last few 
years, Six years ago We were buying good 
apples, potatoes, and onions from the hucksters 
at the rate of two pecks for a quarter, Now 
we can scarcely get one peck for that amount 
and meat has doubled in price. 

Buying fruit and vegetables in large quan- 
tities will reduce the price somewhat, but the 
only way I can manage the meat question is 
to use less of it, for the cheaper cuts are un- 
satisfactory. Nuts are an excellent substitute 
and can be bought in flye pound quantities at 
the 9 houses for considerably less than 
the retail Im my own peanut but- 
ter, duy the raw shelled peanuts, roast and 
grind them 3 times through the nut butter 
grinder. We get our eggs from the country at 
a saving of about 10 cents per dozen. During 
the winter months we buy Florida eranges by 
the crate. Much could be saved by the co- 
operation of three or four families in buying. 
canned goods by the case. 

For the benefit of those who have stove heat 
I will tell how I have learned to save fuel by 
utilizing the heater which stands in the dining 
room and warms our whole flat, except in 
severe weather, By raking out the ashes in 
the bottom of the firepot and removing the 
ash pan, beans, macaroni, rice pudding, or any 
covered dish can be baked. Potatoes will bake 
to perfection on top of the coal in the cylinder 
if it is only about half full. Soup or some 
vegetable can be eooked on the back lid and 
there is still room on the top of the stove for 
making cereal, coffee, or some other dish. I 
ean iron all day with two. sadirons by placing 
them in against the live coal. 

One cannot afford to neglect the mending, for 
it soon means the loss of the whole garment. 
Lace curtaing can be made to last twice as 
long if they are carefully mended at the first 
appearance of holes. A strict aceount of all 
expenditures is kept and footed up at the end 
of each month. A. NI.

Pay Bills Promptly. 

I wonder how many young housewives real- 
ize how much can be saved by paying bills 
promptly. I am able to save at least 80 cents. 
a mouth on my gas bill and $2 to $3 on water 
tax, and by paying the coal bill within ten 
days I get the 2 per cent discount, which 
always amounts to about 75 cents or so. These 
small savings accumulate very fast, as I have 
noticed by putting the amount into a small 
bank each time. G. W. B

Many people ask me how I am able to save 
money and do all I do wi $80 per month. In 
the first place I never me a debt which I 
cannot pay out of the month’s wages. I never 
buy anything that I do not need because it is 
cheap. I study a good many times before I 
buy anything. If fruit is high for canning 
purposes I do not put it up, when dried fruit 
properly cooked does equally as well and is so 
much cheaper. When I do buy it is the best 
I can afford, simply for the reason it lasts 
longer, wears better, and the “looks” are true 
to the last thread or make. 

I arrange my work so it is a pleasure in- 
stead of a big task. The work keeps me in 
my good health, good figure of plump round 
muscles, ang a pink and cream complexion. 
That means 4octor bills saved. I do all my 
own baking and cooking, baking enough to sell 
ta neighbors to buy my $6 waists, shoes, etc. 
I earn pin money at everything I get a chance 
or is possible for me to do. I am not ashamed 
of doing work when it is honest. 

In doing my own pooking I buy the cheapest 
cuts of meat, making delicious stews, cream 
gravies, soups, etc. My meat bill is 15 cents 
a day and yet I have some to give to the dog. 
I cook rice, oatmeal, cornmeal, eto., instead of 
indigestible pies, cakes, and pudding. I have 
my owyn.chickens that supply me with eggs and 
chicken meat to eat, besides making pin money 
with what I cannot use. Have pigeons to help 
supply my meat and some to sell. I use a lot 
of milk, for it is cheaper and more nourishing 
than canned corn, peas, tomatoes, eto. In fact, 
for a big family of six hearty eaters, of which 
four are men and boys, my grocery bill is $22 
to $25 at most per month.

OST people cook a steak all in one piece 
and in a common and every day way, 


taste better, and look far more tempt- 
ing if it is carefully pared and cut into 
small pieces before being cooked. 

A nice little round of steak of pretty good 
thickness served on a round of rather thick 
toast of the same size, which takes up all the 
juices that escape from it and therefore be- 
comes tasty, is a more satisfactory steak than 
a common, every day slice, especially for the 
one who does not get the best end, In fact, 
it Is a way to disguise the fact that there are 
best ends and ends not so_good. 

If in addition to the bread there are also 
garnjshes simple or fine, according to desire 
or se of sufficiently a substantial sort, 
we have in the steak so prepared a complete 
meal.

them on a broiler and broil on a moderate fire 
for six minutes on each side. Dress on a hot 


dish. Garnish: Cut three medium, peeled, raw 


potatoes into half inch squares. Wash and 
drain well. Heat two tablespoons of lard in a 
small frying pan, add the potatoes. Season 
with salt and white pepper. Toss them well 
while. heating for two minutes, then slowly 
cook on the range for ten minutes, frequently 
tossing them meanwhile. Set the potatoes in 
the oven for six minutes. Remove, lift up 
with a skimmer, and place them around the 
steaks. Spread cabaret sauce over the steaks 
evenly and serve. Prepare the sauce first and 
when the potatoes are placed in the oven broil 
the steaks, so that both will be ready at about 
the same time.

SAUCE CABARET — Chop up together finely 
three medium sized sound shallots, half a clove 
of sound garlic, and four branches of fresh 
parsley. Place all in a mortar; add three- 
fourths of an ounce of good butter, a table- 
spoon of meat glaze (greatly boiled down meat 
stock), and the juice of a quarter of a sound

lemon, Pound to a firm paste and use as re- 
quired, always cold. 

It is more ‘necessary to pare a steak care- 
fully when it is to be cooked on a gas broiler 
than when over coals, because the fat, when it 
begins to cook, so easily catches fire. It is 
difficult, too, to cook it after the most approved 
manner, turning it every ten seconds for the 
first two or three minutes, when it is cooked 
over gas, but it is only those who know what 
a puffy steak cooked to perfection is who are 
exacting about these things. 

As to cutting the steak into little individual 
portions, of course, this manner is only for 
large slices and not for the small loin steaks, 
There are people who believe that the part 
next to the bone in a porterhouse is the sweet- 
est and nicest portion, for the reason, perhaps, 
that it gets a certain flavor from the cooked 
bone. Broiled bones are, in fact, in great favor 
with some.epicures, and round slices of marrow 
are also highly valued as a garnish for steak.

Instead of a bed of toasted bread a little 
Steak may rest on a nice layer of mashed pota- 
toes, or even one of other vegetables; thin 
slices of carrot delicately cooked are good. In 
each case the meat gives some of its flavor to 
the vegetable. 

Economical people do not allow a steak to 
lie in its own juice after it is cooked, nor is 
any cause added until the last minute before 
eating, because the steak gives up something of 
its flavor to these instead of the other way 
around,

COTTON NEWS DISTURBS. 


Reports of Damage to Corn See 
Rail Offerings Depressed; 
Money Stays Firm. 


New York, Aug. 1.—Contrary to expecta- 
tions in some quarters, the intention of the 
government to deposit funds to expedite the 
movement of crops to market failed to ex- 
ercise more than a momentary stimulating 
effect on security values today. 

In financial quarters the statement dealing 
with this matter was received with some 
resentment, there being a disposition to 
question the legal right, of Washington to 
accept commercial paper as collateral for 
federal deposits. 


Cotton Reports Disturb, 


Other developments, including the first 
real crop scare“ of the season, and the gov- 


ernment’s unfavorable estimate for cotton ; Springfield, III. 
were more disturbing and far reaching. Ad- | 


vices, more or less_authoritative, indicated 
further severe damage to corn by reason of 
the extended drought in the Southwest, and 
corn options rose excitedly at leading mar- 
kets. Shares of roads in the South and South- 
west were correspondingly depressed. 

The movement spread until it embraced 
practically all railroad groups, almost the 
sole exception being Baltimore and Ohio, 
Ililnois Central fell lower than on the day 
of its dividend reduction, while New York 
Central and some of its allied lines, Atchi- 
son and Pennsylvania, all of which sub- 
mitted adverse July reports, were under 
more or less pressure.
